LATEST. 

Cincinnati, September ,20.— Shortly 
before three o'clock, thisjmorning private 
watchman Bowen, of the (Morning Hail, 
lying at the foot of Lithabury street dis- 
covered (ire on board of that boat which 
he at first thought to be insignificant. 
He tried to extinguish it with bncketl oi 
water but the force at work could do 
nothing, however. Private | watchman, 
Fogg, of the Government steamer Lily 
awoke the crew of his boat and sprang 
to the deck of the Morning Mail and set 
the alarm bells ringing. 

Policeman McDaniel, the officer In the 
Fulton district, immediate ran out and 
sent in an alarm from boxINo. 128, lie 
then ran to the river bank and teeing 
the dangerous proximity^ of steamers 
James W. Gaff and Vint Shinkle to the 
blazing boat he cut their hawsers with 
an axe, letting them adrift. They 'floated 
down and were caught after going a short 
distance. The crew of the JUlf had 
got off the boat with their effects and 
cut the boat adrift but she fouled 
with the burning steamer and began to 
blaze up. The steamer Bonanza was al- 
so lying beside the Morning Mail and it 
too took Are despite all eflorta to clear it. 
The fire department was utterly power- 
less to render even the slightest assistance 
and the firemen were compelled to stand 
by and see the boats burn to the waters 

edge. The Bonanza and Homing Mad 

were both the property of the Big Sandy 
Packet Company. The former ran be- 
tween Cincinnati and Portsmouth and the 
latter between Cincinnati and Maysville. 
Commander Kellogg, United States Coast 
Survey was on board the Lily at the time 
of the fire as was also Captain George A. 
Vandergriff, but they fortunately escaped 
in their night clothes.
